UPON GEN, SANDINO 


Five Vessels Are to Speed 
From Atlantic and 
Pacific Coasts. 


LEJEUNE NOT TO LEAD 
HIS FORCES IN FIELD 


Rebel Chief’s Seal Depicts 
a Nicaraguan Beheading 
American “Devil Dog.” 


(Associated Press.) 

With its commandant, Maj. Gen. 
John A. Lejeune, en route to Charles- 
ton, S. C., where he will embark today 
for Nicaragua, the United States 
Marine Corps today completed mobil- 
ization of 1,000 men, who will sail for 
Nicaragua today to reenforce the 1,400 
men already there. ay 

In the meantime, the Navy Depart- 
ment received no further information 
on the activities of Gen. Augustino 
Sandino, who, in the past two weeks, 
has engaged American Marines in two 
battles, which resulted in a Marine 
casualty list of 6 dead and 28 wounded. 
Dispatches to the Navy saic that San- 
dino’s forces suffered heavy losses. 

Gen. Lejeune announced before leav- 
ing that he had been. ordered on an 
inspection trip through the troubled 
areas of Nicaragua and had no inten- 


tion of directing the campaign again#d 
Sandino. He reiterated, however, that 


h> considered Sandino a bandit and 
hoped that the Marines would elimi- 
nate him from the “otherwise peaceful 
Nicaraguan horizon before the August 
elections.” 

After visiting Marine posts in Nica- 
ragua Gen. Lejeune will return to the 
went coast of the United States to in- 
spect Marine detachments stationed 
there: 

The men sailing today will em- 
bark from Hampton Roads, Charleston, 
S. C., and San Diego. The minesweeper 
Oglala, formerly the Shawmut, will 
carry the detachment from Hampton 
Roads, while the Charleston contingent 
will move southward on the light cruis- 
ers Trenton, Milwaukee and Raleigh. 
Those from the West Coast will go on 
the mine layer Argonne. 


Gen. Sandino’s Seal. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Jan. 8 (A.P.).— 
A rebel soldier beheading an American 
Marine is the design on the seal of 
Gen. Augystino Sandino’s “Republic of 
Nicaragua” in the Nicaraguan Depart- 
ment of Nuevo Segovia. 

The seal, found on “official docu- 
ments” issued by Sandino, shows 4 
Sandino soldier leaning over a fallen 
marine, grasping an upraised machette 
in his right hand and the marine’s hair 
in his left hand. The seal bears the 
words, “Republic of Nicaragua,” and 
“Country and Liberty.” 

Sandino himself, a 33-year-old clerk, 
who became a general, either of pa- 
triots or bandits, depending upon the 
point. of view, described in some 
quarters as an extremely cruel man. 
He was employed as a clerk in the 
American-owned San Albino gold mine, 
which he later captured and destroyed. 
Charles Butters, owner of the mine, 
says he was a fairly good clerk, and 
that he had a very cruel and forceful 
character. 

Sandino worked for Mr. Butters 
about eight months, leaving to join 
the Liberal revolution against the Con- 
servative government. He declined to 
lay down his arms last July under the 
agreement negotiated by Henry lL. 
Stimson, personal representative of 
President Coolidge. He withdréw. ‘to 
the mountains, picking up men along 
the way, and organized a sort of re- 
public which at first he called “the 
mountain people.” He called himself 
“the wild beast of the mountain.” 


Coins Gold and Lead. 


The rebel leader became a pic- 
turesque figure, always riding a white 
mule and using a highly decorated sad- 
die. He started the coinage of gold 
and lead currency. The coins bearing 
designs of Indians and of Sandino. He 
captured the San Albino mine, worked 
it for a while, paying the laborers with 
his own coins, and eventually destroy- 
ed the mine when he could no longer 
work it. 

Among laws promulgated by Sandino 
was one providing the death penalty 
for any man who sold liquor to his 
soldiers or the burning of her property 
for any woman guilty of this crime. 
His prohibition law, however, was dis- 
continued on the demands of his sol- 
diers. for liquor, and American Marine 
officers assert that his men are usually 
under the influence of liquor when 
fighting. Sandino has also issued de- 
crees confiscating all property of for- 
eigners and canceling all concessions. 

Gen. Jose Moncada, leader of the Lib- 
eral party, who first made Sandino a 
general, and Sandino’s own father made 
a trip to the mountains to ask him to 
lay down his arms, but he refused tc 
listen and.even threatened the emis- 
saries. He looks on the Liberals who 
Signed the Stimson agreement as 
traitors to Nicaragua. Gen. Moncada 
described Sandino as very cruel, al- 
ways killing his prisoners, but a gen- 
eral who always gave a good account of 
himself in battle.

Willis will not be a delegate at large 
from Ohio when the convention meets. 
There is an unusual law in Ohio which 
makes it necessary for the candidate 
to indorse in writing the written peti- 
tions of delegates who desire to vote 
for htm at the convention. This gives 
Willis a veto power over the selection 
of the Willis delegates. If he were 
to be a delegate himself he would have 
to write a letter to himself, indorsing 
his own candidacy, and then he would 
have to indorse the letter from himself 
to himself and thereby accept himself 
as a delegate for his own nomination.

Changes Are Proposed 
In Latin-American Policy 


Restatement of the Latin-American 
policy of the United States with a-view 
to obviating such instances as are now 
occurring in Nicaragua is urged in a 
report to the Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion by Dr. Raymond Leslie Buell, re- 
search director of the organization, 
which was made public yesterday. The 
report suggests that the new policy be 
announced by President Coolidge at 
the coming Pan-American conference 
at Havana, or in a message to Con- 
gress. 

Three definite suggestions are made 
by Dr. Buell in regard to altering the 
policy. These are: 

‘That the United States abandon its 
present recognition policy with respect 
to Central America and return to the 
policy pursued prior to 1923, under 
which it obtained. complete freedom to 
recognize any government in Central 
America which existed in fact. 

That the United States take the In- 
itiative in establishing a separate 
claims convention with each Latin- 
American country providing for com- 
pulsory arbitration of* claims by a 
standing tribunal meeting annually or 
biannually at the capital of one of the 
two countries concerned. 

That President Coolidge declare, 
either at Havana or in a message to 
Congress, that before intervening in any 
Latin-American state, the United States 
Government would first consult the 
governing board of the Pan-American 
Union, which is composed of the diplo- 
matic representatives of the Latin- 
American states in Washington,

ONE SLAIN INSTANTLY;

Third, Believed Wounded, 
Gets Away; Tip Is Given 
by Jilted Sweetheart. 


Chicago, Jan. 8 (A.P.)—A “woman 
scorned” tonight tipped off the plans 
of her former sweetheart and his two 
companions to hold up a West Side 
theater manager, with the result that 
three detective squads ambushed and 
killed two of the robbers and prob- 
ably fatally wounded the third, who

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The men, who were almost instantly 
killed when they attempted to shoot 
their way out of the crossfire of a 
machine gun and shotguns, manned by 
concealed detectives, were known to 
the police only as John Bunk. alias 
Jack Rabbit, and “Punk.” They, as 
well as the third, who escaped amidst 
a fusillade, were recent convicts at 
Pontiac, Mich., police said. 

The woman, whose name was not re- 
vealed, gave her information to the 
State’s attorneys office this afternoon. 
Sergt. Andrew Barry and three detective 
squads posted themselves at vantage 
points about the theater some time be- 
fore the appointed holdup attempt, and 
apprised the theater manager. 

As the three men held up the mana- 
ger, E. S. Halquist, they were greeted 
with a veritable rain of bullets from a 
hand machine gun manned by Barry 
and the shots of his detective aids. 
Realizing they were ambushed, the men 
-tarted to shoot their way out. One 
of the men was struck several times by 
the machine gun bullets and died al- 
most at the feet of Halquist. Another, 
firing as he retreated, was killed as he 
crossed the street. The third, firing 
\ildly, Jumped into their waiting auto- 
mobile, and started to drive away. The 
ail of bullets, however, apparently 
blinded or wounded him. He lost con- 
tvol of the car, which careened against 
a telephone pole, and he leaped from 
the car and ran into a railroad yard.

WHY THE NAVY MUST BE STRONG. 


It is not generally recognized that the 
conversations between Secretary Kellogg 
and Foreign Minister Briand on the -sub- 
ject of the renunciation of war are inti-

In the absence of an agreement among 
great powers for the renunciation of war 
as an instrument of national policy it is 
necessary for the United States to havea 
navy capable of defending its commerce 
against the aggression of any other 
power in the world. 

Aggression against American com- 
merce will not come in time of peace. It 
is certain to come whenever great powers 
are at war. It will come whether the war 
is “defensive” or “aggressive.” 

The United States is naturally a neu- 
tral when wars occur between other pow- 
ers. The absence of foreign political en- 
tanglements enables the United States to 
avoid becoming a belligerent. If its 
rights as a neutral are respected it has no 
occasion for going to war. 

Modern war commands all the ener- 
gies, resources and influence of the na- 
tions involved. They trample upon the 
rights of neutrals whenever they dare to 
do so. In the last war the great powers 
did not hesitate to search and seize ships 
on the high seas, not bound for blockaded 
ports, and to confiscate their cargoes on 
the trumped-up charge that their “ulti- 
mate destination” was the enemy. The 
belligerents did more than that. They 
placed neutral nations upon rations and 
denied to them the right to import more 
than the amounts allotted to them. 

The rules of international law were 
swept aside by the belligerents. They 
made no pretense that they were observ- 
ing the rule that blockades must be effec- 
tive in order to be respected. They 
blacklisted exporters, seized innocent 
cargoes bound for neutrals, made all com- 
modities contraband and finally at- 
tempted to fence off sections of the high

He suggests 
that the great powers mutually agree to 
renounce war as an instrument of na- 
tional policy, and bind themselves to 
settle their disputes by means other 
than war. 

If this plan were adopted there would 
be no belligerents, and consequently no 
infringement upon the rights of. neu- 
trals. The United States would not need 
a larger navy in order to keep out of war. 

The answer of M. Briand to this pro- 
posal is that France and the United 
States should immediately sign a treaty 
to renounce “war of aggression,” and 
then ask other powers to sign similar 
pacts.

Whether a na- 
tion were the aggressor or the victim, it 
would exert its utmost powers against the 
enemy, and the neutral commerce of the 
United States would be destroyed by both 
helligerents. 

The renunciation of war—all kinds of 
war—is asked by the United States of all 
great nations. They will not accépt the 
proposal. They have already agreed to 
wage war whenever they conclude that 
any nation is an aggressor. Intrigue and 
conflicting interests will do their devilish 
work sooner or later and there will be 
war. Each side will claim that the other 
is the aggressor. The United States will 
be neutral. Its commerce will be attacked 
and destroyed. If it does not possess a 
navy strong enough to protect its com- 
merce its rights will be outraged and it 
will go to war. 

Does any American believe that the 
ereat powers will renounce war, even a 
war of self-defense? If so, let him op- 
pose the building of a stronger navy. 
Does he believe that the great powers 
will refuse to renounce war and that they 
will go to war sooner or later. Then let 
him demand that the United States Navy 


| be made strong, so that this Nation may 


not be foreed into the war on account of 


| intolerable outrages perpetrated upon it.

Charles Sumner’s Words Are 
Recalled; “Mankind’s Mo- 
ther” in Civil War. 


SENATOR DALE TELLS 
OF “SOLDIERS’ SISTER” 


Friendship With Lincoln De- 
scribed; Rathbone Also Eulo- 
gizes Historic Nurse. 


Services in commemoration of the 
birth and life work of Clara Barton, 
Civil War pioneer nurse and one of 


the founders of the American Red 
Cross, were held yesterday afternoon 
in the auditorium of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. The services 
were under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Clara Barton Memorial Associa- 
tion and were broadcast over the radio 
by station WMAL. 

Eugolistic addresses were made by 
Senator Porter H. Dale, of Vermont; 
Lieut. Col. Rice W. Means, past com- 
mander in chief of the United Spanish 
War Veterans, and Representative 
Henry R. Rathbone, of Illinois. Ma] 
Gen. John L. Clem, VU. 8S. A. (retired), 
commander of the Department of the 
Potomac. G. A. R., presided, and the 
invocation and benediction were de- 
livered by the Rev. Dr. George FP. Dud- 
ley, chaplain of the District of Colum- 
bia Commandery, Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion of the United States. 


Sumner’s Words Recalled. 


Senator Dale’s address was a rever- 
ential sketch of Clara Barton’s life, in- 
cluding her close friendship with the 
martyred President Lincoln and other 
famous statesmen and soldiers of the 
last half of the nineteenth century. 

In the words of Charles Sumner, 
Clara Barton had “the talent of a 
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statesman, the command of a general 
and the heart and hand of a woman,” 
Senator Dale said. She was referred 
to as “The Soldier’s Sister,” “Human- 
ity’s Nurse” and “Mankind’s Mother.” 

The United States Army Band, W. J 
Stannard, leader, furnished music, and 
Mrs Mallette Roach Spengler sang 
“The Recessional,” “Battle Hymn of 
the Republic” and “Tenting on the 
Old Camp Ground.”

The Incredible

N December 10, 1917, a six-foot, canary-blond 
student-aviator in Uncle Sam’s army wrote 
from Rockwell (flying) Field, California, these 

words to his sister: 


“1 will make myself known or go where most of them do.” 


Less than a year later, Frank Luke, Jr., who was that 
aviator, did Jozh.

their few cherished privileges for 
the infractions, and would have re- 
-celved no leniency for having re- 
ported themselves, because they are 
expected to be scrupulously honor- 
able. 


They told me that at West Point it ts

lying solely upon the honor of the 
cadets in the morning classes not to 
reveal the questions and on the honor 
of the afternoon classes not to inquire, 
I presume that this is the sort of stuff 
that the Army Information Bureau is

To facilitate the exodus of Russians 
from Turkey, the American Red Cross is 
cabling, $60,000, the first installment 
of a $90,000 fund, ratsed during tue past 
ten days, the Rev. Anson Phelps Stokes, 
canon of Washington Cathedral, an- 
nounced yesterday.

Among 
them are 911 women, 368 children and 
158 invalids who will be sent to Argen- 
tina, Cyprus, Corsica and other coun- 
tries where immigrants are desired, un- 
der the auspices of the League of Na- 
tions.

the Rev. Dr. B. C. Wilkinson, dean of 
theology, at Washington Missionary Col- 
lege, declared last night at an indigna- 


tion meeting held at the Arcadia audi- 
torium, under the auspices of the Po- 
tomac Conference of Seventh-day Ad- 
ventists. 

The measure would prohibit all em- 
ployment and all business of every kind 
or Sunday, except works of necessity 
and charity, and while ostensibly for 
the District of Columbia only, it is ac- 
tually planned as a model law for the 
whole Nation, the meeting was told. 

The bill enacts for the “Lord’s Day,” 
commonly called Sunday, and in out- 
lawing “secular” business on the “Lord's 
Day,” forces spiritual business upon the 
residents of the District of Columbia, 
Dr. Wilkinson asserted. 

The objective of the bill is to compel 
all people to go to church on Sunday, 
Prof. C. S. Longacre, secretary of the 
Religious Liberty Association, charged. 
The church has no business in politics 
and the State should refuse to sanction, 
support and subsidize religious obliza- 
tions and customs, he said.

Last year showed a slight dropping 
off from the high mark of 1926, when 
77,240 cases were docketed. This was 
due to the marked slump in traffic 
cases from 40,939 in 1926 to 36,730 In 
1927—testimony to the effectualness cf 
the traffic branch of the Police Cour*, 
established in 1925.

POSTAL RATE CHANGE 
SOUGHT BY CHAMBER 


United States Body’s Com- 
mittee Calls for More 
Stable System. 


(Associated Press.) 
Recommendation for the revision of 
postal rates and the establishment of 
a rate system “upon a sound and per- 
manent basis” was contained in a re- 
port yesterday by a committee of the 


Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States drawn up for submission to

COOLIDGE’S AID ASKED 
FOR TAX LAW CHANGE 


Civil. Service Reform League 
Says Income Collection Serv- 
ice Is Wasting Millions. 


President Coolidge yesterday was ask- 
ed in a letter by the National Civil 
Service Reform League to use his in- 
fluence in securing the adoption of the 
reorganization plan for the Federal tax 
collection service recommended by the 
joint committee on internal revenue 
taxation as a part of the 1928 revenue 
bill. 

George McAneny, president, and au- 
thor of the letter, stated “the existing 
form of organization of the tax collec- 
tion forces represents a waste estimated 
by them, and by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, at $2,000,000 a year, and the 
present loose condition for the employ- 
ment of deputy collectors and other 
employes causes a turnover represent- 
ing a loss of another $500,000 a year.” 

The proposed plan calls for the con- 
solidation of internal revenue offices 
throughout the country and the classi- 
fication of their personnel under the 
merit system. The league hopes to in- 
troduce the amendment to the revenue 
bill before the Senate.

In this camera rendition of “Manon 
Lescaut,” the Warner brothers have 
given Barrymore his most colossal 
vehiclein more ways than one. It 
begins with pastoral scenes of idyllic 
charm, only to progress rapidly to in- 
tervals of clandestine infatuation akin 
to those made the bases of tales hav- 
ing to do with Mme. Du Barry, Mme. 
Pompadour and other sirens of courtly 
days when love was measured rather 
by the frequency of its conquests than 
by the fidelity of any one. 

The impassioned fervor of the

Conference Called to Discuss 
Campaign at Mayflower, 
January 26. 


PARTIES TO BE ASKED 
FOR PLATFORM PLANKS 


Virtually Every Temperance 
Organization in Country 
Expected to Join. 


All political parties will be asked to 
insert dry law enforcement planks in 
their platforms and to nominate only 
candidates who by their utterances, 
acts and records, are committed to such 
enforcement by a conference called to 
meet at the Mayflower Hotel January 
26. In addition to making such re- 
quests of the parties, the conference 


will lay plans to promote the campaign 
of such candidates on such platforms. 

Virtually every temperance organiza- 
tion of consequence in the United 
States is represented among the signers 
of the call for the conference, according 
to a statement issued last nizht by Lof- 
ton S. Wesley, executive secretary. 

Discussing the session, the statement 
says that “this means that the tem- 
perance forces of the entire nation are 
united in the determination to defeat 
any candidate who is wet by utterance, 
act, or record, or any candidate running 
upon a platform which is evasive as to 
this issue.” 

The call for the meeting declares 
that “constitutional government in 
America is confronted by a crisis. Such 
crisis demands a naticnal offensive, or- 
genization and plans much be made 
adequate for the occasion, 

“Prohibition is not a theory; it is a 
fact. The practicability of its enforce- 
ment, where not defeated by corrupt 
politics, has been proved. That it is a 
good law has beén demonstrated. By it 
labor has been, enriched, business en- 
larged and the public’s savings vastly 
increased
